Many old-time San Franciscans 
driving past the grove of giant 
eucalyptus trees at the corner of 
19th Avenue and Sloat Boulevard 

must remember the days when at 
that same spot stood one of San 
Francisco’s, most colorful road- 
houses, the famed Trocadero Inn. 

The property was owned origin- 
ally by the Greene family who came 
across the plains from Maine in 
1847 to take up a homgstead there. 
It was George Greene, one of the 
sons of the original pioneers, who 
sonceived the idea of planting this 
valley and later erecting the Troc- 
iudero Inn. For more than a score 
of years this establishment pros- 
‘ered and was the scene of many 


‘atherings of notable and notorious: 


igures of the day. However, about 
916 its popularity began'\ to wane 
and it was finally closed. 


In 1931 Mrs. Stern bought the 
property known as the Trocadero, 
and in memory of her husband, 
Sigmund Stern, presented it to the 
ity and County of San Francisco, 
to be used as a recreation spot 

wader the jurisdiction and control 
of the Recreation Department. 


Sheltered from fog and wind, the 
CGerrove proper is a valley cut by

uealyptus trees, planted to the top 
‘of the slopes, have grown to mag- 
niticent proportions and beneath 
them is a dense growth of lovely 
native ferns, through, which wind 
many paths, leading from the sur- 
rounding streets. 

To stimulate and develop musical 
activities in the Grove, Mrs. Stern 
‘in 1938 brought together a group 

.of civie-minded, music-loving citi- 
zens and formed the Sigmund 
Stern Grove Musical Festival Com- 
mittee. Its object was to provide 
free. to all who would come the 
best in symphony, opera, drama, 
ballet, and concert. In six\years 93 
performantes. have been given with 
an attendance of 555,787. Distin- 
guished artists have taken part in 
these performances; the San Fran- 
© Symphony Orchestra, Ballet 
School, Opera Company, and Mun- 
icipal Chorus have all participated, 
and among the distinguished guest 
stars who have appeared are Kirs- 
teu Thorborg, Bruno’ Walter, Dus- 
olina Giannini, and many others. 
This programs are diverse and the 
variation in attendance shows con- 
elusively what type, of entertain- 
ment the public most enjoys — 
orchestral concerts, ballet, and 
opera.

SIGMUND STERN GROVE AT NAVY VARD Of July | Drive 


It is hard to see a ics caldion s uniform 
under civilian clothes. It is hard .to 
know that many of the men who go 
pack and forth to the Navy Yard 
with lunch boxes each day are vet- 
erans of this World War II, have 
served overseas, won medals of 
honor, or have seen service in the 
States and been medically discharg- 
ed, 

It - hard to know these things 
about men, and few speak about 
it. It is hard, too, to give an answer 
to the question which often rises 
when we see an apparently healthy 
looking husky American and ask, 
“Why isn’t HE in a uniform?” 
Perhaps the answer lies in the sol- 
dier’s uniform we cannot see under 
the civilian suits of men who work 
at the Yard and men we see on 
the streets of San Francisco. 


One of these men we wrote about 
in the February issue of the Hun- 
ter’s Point Beacon, Army Air Corps 
Lieut. E. Aerie Hendrix, winner 
of the Purple Heart for service in 
Africa. Wounded in action, he was 
medically discharged, put on oivil- 
ian clothes and came to work at 
the Navy Yard. He lived at Harbor 
Slope for some time, but has now 
returned to his home town in Des 
Moines, Iowa. 

Louis Heard, who has been work- 
ing at the Yard for a year and 
lives at South Gate, belonged to the 
544th Quartermaster Corps, Com- 
pany C and was stationed at Fort 
Custer, Michigan a few years ago. 
His army training was rugged, and 
included stiff obstacle and infiltra- 
tion courses. A 200 yard stomach 
crawl through live machine gun fire 
was one of his many basic training 
experiences. One of the bullets 
pierced his shoulder. 


Heard’s Company C left for Eng- 
land without him, for he was given 
a medical discharge. He, put on a 
civilian suit and went to work on 
the home front at Hunter’s Point 
Navy Yard. 


Eddie Langford, another South 
Gate boy, took commando basic 
training with the ‘93rd Division at 
Ft. Witchuga, Arizona. His division 
is now part of the great invasion 
army, but he was left behind. with 
a medical discharge. Now his ser- 
vices are at the Navy Yard work- 
shops, 
ships that will sometime win for 
us ultimate victory.

Timed with the first stage of the invasion on fortress 
Europe is the giant recruiting campaign to be launched 
by Hunter’s Point in conjunction with Mare Island on. 
July 1. With expectations of the heaviest repair load since 
the war began, the six months drive will attempt to at- 
tain the goal of a 20,000-man yard for the Naval Dry- 


docks by December 31. 


New Rent Scale. 
Pleases Residents 


Rent day on June ist was a happy 
surprise for most of the residents 
of Hunter’s Point. For simultan- 
eously came the announcement that 
new rent reductions would go into 
effect immediately on all furnished 
and unfurnished apartments. 


All day long lines of rent payers 
expressed appreciation to rental 
clerks at management offices for 
the new schedule of rents. 


Mrs. Phillip Brandford of 144 
Candlestick Road thought the an- 
nouncement was too good to be 
true, and wasn’t taking any chances. 
Her rent check had everything made 
out except the amount ,which she 
waited to fill in after she had con- 
firmed the news directly with of- 
fice manager Mary Spear. 

“Ts it true about our rent being 
cut?” she asked, and not until she 
was answered in the affirmative 
did she proceed to fill out her check. 

“Now that’s something worth 
walking up the hill for,’ was the 
reaction of several Ridge Point resi- 
dents upon getting news of Hun- 
ter’s Point rent slashes. 

The announcement also meant in- 
creased work for management of- 
fice personnel who had to cull ten- 
ant rent cards and change figures 
on thousands of record sheets. 
Many rents*had already been paid 
when the announcement came out, 
which necessitated a bookkeeping 
routine of figuring out large sums 
in credit balances due tenants. 

Some of the residents will use 
the money saved in rent for the 
purchase of war bonds, they said. 

At Candlestick Cove an added

Skilled machinists and electri- 
cians are most urgently needed by 
the Yard, but all types of labor will 


be sought. Wives accompanying 
their husbands and minors over 18 © 


with their parents will also be of- 
fered jobs at the Point. 

Recruiting of workers from all 
over the United States has been 
made possible by the availibility | 
of housing and increased employee 
facilities. In-migrants and their 
families will be housed in the 
Hunter’s Point area. 

This, of course, will mean that 
hundreds of new homes must be 
provided by the Housing Authority 
in the Hunter’s Point area. An ex- 
pansion program is already under 
consideration by the commission. 

Point masters have selected key 
men from the shops to do the ac- 
tual recruiting for the Naval Dry- 


docks. These employees have been : 


given an intensive indoctrination 
course. They were instructed in 
principles of interviewing, selective 


service problems, War Manpower. 


regulations, trade requirements 
from shops’ viewpoints; promotions 
and training opportunities, and 
other subjects pertaining to Yard 
employment.

‘they were at the time. Here are 
some of the answers your roving 
reporter got to the question, “What 
were your first thoughts when you 
heard that the invasion had start- 
ed?” 

Peggy Foster, X-11, with a son in 
the service, declared, “I was happy 
but felt like crying at the same 
time. I know that knocking out 
Germany is a job that must be 
done. It’s like cutting off a leg that. 
is so badly infected that it must be 
amputated to save the body.” 

Jack Hogan, fireman, said that 

* he’ was surprised when the news 
came, “I just hoped the Germans 
were as surprised as I was,” de- 
clared Hogan. 

Marine Pfc Ed Vanderbloomen, 

_stationed at the Point said, “TI 
would have liked to have been over 
there with my three sons who are 
in the service. But my boys will do 
my fighting for me.” 

Maxine Hickman, clerk in the 
Recreation Office, whose husband 
is stationed on a ship in the yard, 
declared, “My husband jumped up 

-.and down when he heared the news, 
but I was kind of quiet. I was hap- 
py of course, but inside I was 
seared for the guys going over.” 

James Beard, X-56, thought that 
everyone around should stop and 
give a moment of thanks. “I for 
One”, he said, “with many friends 
and relatives ‘in the European 
theatre, stopped to pray for the 
boys and, for the French people 
facing liberation.” 

From the Outside Machine Shop, 
Henry Walt says that he felt al- 
most as good as when he heard the 
news of the Armistice in 1918. 

Hearing the news at night when 
it first came over the radio, Walt 
made himself a nice strong drink 
to’ celebrate the occasion. 

Shop 72 master, O. J. Boyer, de- 
elared, “I was glad it had started. 
It relieved the tenseness we all 
had been feeling. When the good 
reports started coming in it gave 
me great confidence in our leaders 
and our soldiers.” : 

Cecilia Brink, pipefitter’s helper, 
with a husband over in Europe, 
tells that she felt sad for all the 
men going into France and those 
who would die, but she felt that 
this was the beginning of the end. 

Walter Reynolds, X-51, who has 
a@ son in the Navy, said, “I was 
sure excited when I heard the news, 
I wondered why®*it didn’t start 
start sooner.” 

Victor Roberts, X-72, an ex-ser- 
vice man himself, with a son in the 
army, went to church to pray for 

' the boys. “I had a glorious feeling”, 
he said, “that this was the begin- 
ning of the end.” 

Cecil Corbett, X-26, says that he 

just wondered how long it would 
take and how many lives would be 
lost before we won. 


Could Portsmouth, Virginia pos- 
sibly be 80 miles from the home of 
Lum and Abner and across the river 
from the home of Bob Burns And if 
not, how account for the impression 
that it was the home town of THE 
MINYARD, FAMILY, who talked

NUTRITION PROBLEMS. 
HANDLED AT POINT 
HEALTH CENTERS 


Valuable information on balanc- 
ed meals and the right kind of 
foods to eat is given to. Hunter’s 
Point housewives by Miss Edrie E. 
Cross, Red Cross nutrition director 
of the Middle Point and Candle- 
stick Cove health centers. 

Personal nutrition problems are 
answered and interesting literature 
on the seven basic foods are pro- 
vided without charge each Tuesday 
from 1:00 to 3:00 o’clock at Candle- 
stick Cove Health Center, and on 
Wednesday from 1:00 to 4:30 o’- 
clock at the Middle Point Health 
Center. . 

Often the mothers do not know 

whether they are feeding their 
families the most beneficial types 
of food. In order to determine this 
factor, lists are made of foods eaten 
by the family for a period of two 
days. These lists are brought to 
Miss Cross for analysis. From it 
she can inform mothers whether ' 
the family is getting enough vege- 
tables, fruits and roughage in the 
daily meal plan. 
. “Our analyzation charts prove 
that the majority of families are in- 
adequately fed,’ Miss Cross said, 
“There is usually a great lack of 
vegetables, fruits, milk and other 
basic foods, which mothers do not 
realize.” 

After presenting their meal lists 
for analyzation, mothers are fre- 
quently surprised to-learn how lit- 
tle food value they were giving 
their families. 

Each nurtrition problem is hand- 
led personally by Miss Cross,-.and 
mothers may avail themselves of 
this free service which insures bet- 
ter health for their growing child- 
ren and their men in the Yard.

Baby Joy Knighton, whose name 
goes with her bright eyes, is: the 
yourfgest of a family of ten child- 
ren. Her parents are Mr. and Mrs. 
Ernest Knighton of 18 Middle 
Point Road. The‘ measles bug 
swooped down on all ten children 
at the same time, and Mrs. Knigh- 
ton had her hands full. Complica- 
tions set in for Joy; and she was 
taken to the Navy Point. Infirm- 
ary. ; 

When she arrived at the Infirm- 
ary, the baby cried because she 
was lonesome for her mother and. 
sisters and brothers. Young Quen- 
tin Anderson, who also had the 
measles at the time Joy was 
brought in, was bored and fidgety. 
One day he caught~a glimpse of 
the baby and said, “She’s awful 
cute—can I play with her?” 

Nurse Gravem brought her into 
Quentin’s room, and soon the two 


of them were playing and iia a 


together. 


At the first two o’clock feeding 
time for the baby, she pursed her 
lips and refused to take a swallow 
of the specially prepared formula 
of pureed vegetables and canned 
milk food. 


“Let me feed her,” begged Quen- 
tin. It took only the words, “Here 
Joy, eat this,” and it was done. 

Joy is a Well Baby Center baby 
and has been under the constant 
supervision of nurses and doctor 
at the Center. Her foods are pre- 
scribed by Dr. Marguerite Richards 
child specialist at the Well Bahy 
Center. 


Saying goodbye to his small 
companion was a sad occasion for 
Quentin, but now he is being icon- 
soled by nurses who play with him 
and carry him piggie back once in 
a while. Since he came to the In- 
firmary three months ago with a 
serious illness, he has so endeared 
himself with his winning smile and 
friendliness, that the Infirmary 
staff of four nurses and two at- 
tendants frankly admit he is their 
pet, and that. they are more or less 
his slaves. 


Wide eyed and alert for all his 
long months: of illness, Quentin re- 
fuses to miss a thing that’s going 


‘on about him. He had his bed 


moved over at an angle where he 
could get a peek at everyone com- 
ing in and out of the Infirmary 
entrance. He insists upon his door 
being always open, and the morn- 
ing of a day never starts without 
his greeting, “Hello, Gravem! Hello 
Johnson! Hello Price,” as one by 
one the nurses and attendants pass 
by his. door. In the same matter of 
fact tone, they answer, “Hello 
Anderson!” and the day gets off to 
a cheery start. 

Quentin has so many toys heaped 
on bed, chairs and a table, that it 
takes an hour to clear them off the 
bed to make room for his food 
tray. It is routine for the nurse to 
give him a wAarning sign an hour 
before each meal so he can clear 
the decks. 

A double table had to be brought 
into the room for his electric vic- 
trola. and records. Quentin’s favor- 
ite and most frequently played 
recording is a little ditty called 
“The Naughty Little Jap.” 

Quentin is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs, Earl Anderson of Ridge Point. 


_ His two brothers, Clarin and Wiil- 


lard also help to spoil him because 
he is their favorite.

Most of the children at Candle- 
stick know her. Scarcely a day 
passes when the sound of their 
eager voices does not fill her office. 
“Come see my airplane!” “Do you 
like my PT boat?” Or with gravely 
lifted eyes, “I came to tell you 
about my birthday party.” 

Some come just to sit on her lap 
and smile at her. But perhaps the 
ehief reason that little children are 
seen pouring in and out of the 
always open doorway of her office 
is because they love her. 

Men and women, too, who com- 
prise the community life at Can- 
dlestick Cove are frequent callers. 
For the answers to the countless 
questions which bewilder the new- 
commer to Hunter’s Point are 
found in her office. Where to reg- 
ister the children for ‘school? 
Where “to find a shopping center 


. for food and clothing? Hiow to get 


down town? Where is the nearest 
church and Sunday school? What 
are the community facilities for 
residents? How, what, when, 
where? Information of every type 
and description is answered daily. 

Not only for the newcomer, but 
for those who have already settled 
everyday problems are brought and 
solved. j 

‘Officially her title is Manage- 
ment Aide. Her purpose, to help 
the tenants feel at home here. To 
acquaint them. with the facilities 
of recreation, health, education 
and service at their disposal. To 
solve any differences which might 
arise between individuals or fam- 
ilies, But there are many small, 
seemingly insignificant things 
which have made her important to 
the lives of those who have come 
to share their destinies with the 
8,000 people who live at Hunter’s 
Point. 

Probably the most important 
thing she has given the people is 
a feeling of being welcome and 
wanted. Her friendly smile and 
warm responsive manner have 
bridged over many lonely hours 
for those newly uprooted from 
home ties and friends. She has 
helped to bring together in friend- 
ship families from the’same cities. 
And has’ suggested community 
social groups such as the Duration 
Club and participation in recrea- 
tion center activities, as avenues 
for making new friends and over- 
coming loneliness. 

Little things, like typing up 2 
Jost and found notice for a lad 
whose puppy has strayed; keeping 
an eye out for a job for a young 
woman looking for work; or tack- 
ing up notices for household help 
wanted or furniture for sale. These 
are the things that have made her 
important to the families who have 
called upon her. 

When new. babies are born, she 
makeg a visit to the home, and 
the mother feels. she is no longer 
alone. When children disturb a 
sleeping night worker, she calls 
upon the family and explains that 
the youngsters can play as lustily 
as they wish within the large space 
‘of the recreation center and out- 
door play areas without disturbing 
anyone. That they are free to come 
and leave the center when they 
wish, and enjoy the toys, games, 
equipment, and supervised activi- 
ties as one of the many free ser- 
vices of the Hunter’s Point pro-

N° two foods have exactly the 


same food values. That’s why it’s 
a good idea to vary meals occa- 
sionally; why it’s smart to put dif- 
ferent touches to standby foods. 
Here are ways worth trying. 

Keep nuts on hand — peanuts, 
walnuts; almonds. Add. them to 
macaroni and cheese, to rice dish- 
es, to potato salad. Makes for good 
taste, good food values. 

Dip veal chops into beaten egg, 
then into cracker crumbs and 
brown on both sides in a little hot 
fat in a heavy skillet. Then add a 
cup or more o canned tomatoes, 
season well, cover and let simmer 
15 to 20 minutes. Those tomatoes 
add vitamins as well as goodness. 

Grapefruit Way. Instead of al- 
ways serving grapefruit cold, try 
skillet-broiling the halves. In a 
large heavy skillet put a generous 
teaspoon of butter and a little salt. 
Lay two grapefruit halves, cut side 
down, in skillet, turn heat low and 
let heat until the halves are thor- 
oughly heated (about 5 minutes). 
Sprinkle the delicately browned 
surfaces with sugar and cinnamon 
and serve piping hot. If there are 
more than two in the family, broil 
them instead of using the skillet. 
Incidentally, one of these hot but- 
tered grapefruil halves with crisp 
toast makes a good refresher for 
Dad when he comes in off an ex- 
tra shift at the plant. 


SPRING HOUSECLEANING 


Sooner or later that spring house- 
cleaning bug is going to bite. Four 
tricks worth trying are these: 


1. When putting clean paper on 
cupboard shelves, put 2 or 3 lay- 
ers on each shelf. Then when top 
layer gets dusty, just slip it out. 


2. Keep the bottles of salad oil, 
catsup, syrup and the like in a 
small square cake pan on the 
shelf. Saves dribbles on the shelf 


paper. 


3. Rubber soles and heels leave ugly 
black marks on floors. Don’t try 
to scrub them off; use a bit of 
wax instead—it takes the marks 
off smoothly. 


4. To keep the clothes closet from 
being in an uproar, give each of 
the youngsters a box or inexpen- 
sive suitcase in which to keep his 
or her best clothes—except those 
that must be hung On hangers. 
The suitcases slide under the bed, 
of course.
